THE IRISH TROUBLE. 


- London, Dee, 2. 
A drastic change has been mada in tha Government of Ireland Bill 
by the Housa of Lords in Committee stage by tha adoption of amend- 
vents, in the course of which the Government was dafeated. 
The Housa.by 120 votes to 36 passed an amendment to create a Senate 
m Southern Ireland in order to safeguard southern Unionists, after 
the Lord Chancellor, on behalf of the Government, had opposed it and 
declared it would destroy the representative character of the first 
Chamber. A similar amendment, providing a similar Senate for the 
North ‘of Ireland, was then carried without division, as also was an 
amendment by 45 votes to 34, despite protest by the Lord Chancellor, 
that the Council of Ireland, provided by the Bill, should consist of the 
two foregoing Senstes.

China’s Tea Trades. 


As year suceada year itis being 
made abundantly clear that Chins 
is alowly but surely losing her tea 
trade, though there ia planty -of 
room .for hope that she will 
remain a great tea producing 
country for many years to came. 
The praise that has bean mated 
out to the high qualities of 
Chinese taa are in every way 
deserved, but the passing of high 
encomiums will mot snffica to 
encourage prosperits.in tea pro- 


_}duction unless the Chinese them- 


selves wake up to the fact that 
the old methods must give placa 
to modern ideas. In the returas 
of the Chinesa Maritime Customs 
for Amoy covering tha year 1919 


we discover that tha export of tea 


from that Port during the year was 
only 5,166 picula as against S137 
piculs in 1915. Thatis a seriaus 
drop in five years and in his re 
marks for tha year, the Commis- 
sioner, Mr. A. H. Harris, so well- 
known in Hongkong as the lata 
Commissioner for Kowloon, sees 
fit toreproduce a comment that 
was contained in the British 
Trade Report of 1895 for 
Amoy. Tho comment states :— 
“Et is true that by prompt 
drastic measures Amos could 
successfully compete’ with For- 
masa for the Oolong tea business. 
The Amoy tea districts, which 
likin and excessive export duty 
have thrown out of cultivation 
and hare ifimost depopulated, 
are .amongs: the finest in the 
world, and with tha enlightened 
methods of cultivation adopted in 
India, Ceylon, and Japan, and 
such Hmited taxation as exists 
in these countries, could be re- 
stored to prosperity, and . with 
cheap labour, excellent wat 
communication, and a mag 
cent harbour, need fear no rival. 
Kind inquiries are constantly 
made regarding the welfare of 
our tea trade, the one answer to 
which is that it has been killed 
by excessive taxation. Now that, 
ataur very doors almost, Japan 
is about ta conduct tea cultiva- 
tion on enlightened lines.
